And They Aren't April Fooling! 


Bike And Horse Riders -- 
Prepare To Mount! 


Bicycle riders, siriso! Then; is a 


meeting April 5 at .S p.m. in Central 
High School, Grand Rapids, that con- 
cerns you. You'll have a chance to tell 
officials of the Michigan Slate High- 
way Department where yon think they 
ought to build bicycle paths. 


Since the stale is ^oiiiK l<> .spend at 


least S2 million a year creating such 
paths, you taxpayers might also want 
to get a wort! in. That would pnilwbly 
be out of order, however, since the 
Grand Rapids session is scheduled 
specifically for discussion of "non- 
motomed transportation." 


The meeting is the closest to the 


Twin Cities among a series of four be- 
ing held around the stale during the 
next few days. 


The State Highway Department ad- 


mits it knows nothing at all about 
building bicycle paths. But it has been 
directed — by the state's new mass 
transportation a el — to develop a 
statewide system of paths for "non- 
motorized transportation." 


Some 82 million a year, divided 


between the state, county road com- 
missions and cities and villages, would 
be earmarked for these paths which, 
incidentally, could include hiking 
trails, cross-country skiing paths or 
bridle paths. 
' 


The money will come from the 2-ccnt 


per-gallon increase in gasoline taxes 
passed by the Legislature last year to 
finance 
a 
mass 
transportation 


program. The gas lax increase is be- 
ing challenged and a petition drive is 
under way to put the levy on the ballot. 


"We're the first to admit we don't 


know where we're going," said Carl 
Jager of the department's advance 
planning section. 


"That's why we scheduled a series 


of public meetings around the slate. 
We are trying to get ideas from the 
potential users and delermine where 
we should be going. 


"We also want to get the thinking of 


oilier stales. As for our own contribu- 
tion — well, we have Hie construction- 
know how." 


Several cities are developing bicycle 


paths on their own, and Ihe stale par- 
ticipation is sure to spur this develop- 
ment. 


"Bui ill this moment we don't know 


how much of our effort will be directed 
toward urbanized areas and how much 
will be directed to the country," Jager 
said. 


"That will depend on what informa- 


tion we get from these meetings — as 
will our time-table." 


The department has several friends 


in the Legislature: Reps. William R. 
Bryant Jr., R-Grosse Pointe Farms, 
and Joseph Forbes, D-Oak Park. 


The two have pledged to pick up 


where former Rep. Richard Allen, R- 
Jthaca, left off. It was Allen who in- 
serted the bicycle, language in the 
mass transit bill in the first place. 


"I'm preparing a bill that would 


impose a $3 annual' fee on all adult- 
sized bicycles and use the money for a 
Department of Natural Resources 
(DNH) pif'ogram of biking, hiking, 
.skiing, riding trails," Bryant says. 


Bryant adds that the Department of 


Natural Resources would like to join 
the 'highway department in its venture 
to build 
paths 
for non-motori/ed 


vehicles. 


To that end Bryant 
said 
he is 


preparing a bill that would impose a S3 
annual fee on all adult-sized bikes with 
the money going to coordinate work on 
the two agencies. 


Bike-riding is healthy and horse- 


riding is pretty. Even though it's a 
pain to shell out more tax money, the 
slate has lavished dollars on worse 
things. Another plus is the fact thai Ihe 
State Highway Department has been 
entrusted with the responsibility. The 
department has some real experience 
and generally at the moment is a 
pretty competent outfit. 


Engineering Is Back 
As A Glamour Leader 


Several years of a surplus of en- 
gineering graduates on the job market 
convinced an unbelieving public thai 
the profession which had been a 
glamour lender for a quarter century 
finally had become saturated. A period 
of declining interest set in, resulting in 
shrinking enrollments in engineol-iiig 
schools. 


The n'2,ll)fl freshmen enrolled in en- 


gineering this year are 11 per cent 
fewer than were enrolled last year. 
Last year's class was down 18 per cent 
from the previous year. Now guess 
what? A serious shortage of engineer- 
ing personnel in the United Slates is 
projected. 


Hindsight tells us the .shortage of 


engineering slots which developed five 
years or so ago was due to a coin- 
cidental set of temporary circums- 
tances. The sharp curtailment of the 
space program threw thousands of en- 
gineers and related talent out of work 
— in heavily concentrated areas. The 
economic recession of 1970-71 reduced 
hiring all along the line, further 
etnphasi/.ing the plight of unemployed 
engineers. 


A dramatic turnabout will he needed 


to produce sufficient personnel'to 
reduce projected manpower .shortages 
of 10,(10(1 engineers a year. That is a 
challenge more real than the supposed 


-•engineering surpluses of a half decade 
' ago.

Raises For Township Employes Included 


Benton Approves Budget Of $1.2 Million

Benton township Saturday approved a record 1073 budget of 


slightly over S1.2 million without one objection from Hie crowd 
of about "15 persons in attendance at the annual township meet- 
ing. 


It was the second year In a row that Benton has been a 


million-dollar business, a far-cry from the 1971 budget when the 
township was forced to operate on $712,920. 


According to Treasurer James Culby, the 1973 budget is 


$1,274,108, compared to last year's budget of $1,052,700. The 
increase in the 1973 budget partially reflects the $J22,000 in 
revenue sharing receipts Benton will receive. 
SIX PER CENT RAISES 


The budget also includes raises of some six per cent for some 


township employes, plus major raises for supervisor, clerk and 
'treasurer. 


Figures showed the supervisor will earn S10.000 (a 81,500 


boost); the township clerk $10,000 (up $2,000); and the the 
treasurer $7,500 (up $1,000). Clerk Ralph Dahn said the salaries 
of those three officials have only been raised about three limes 
in the past 12 years. 


A number of persons in the audience expressed opinions that 


the supervisory personnel directing the township should get 
more money than they are presently receiving, and there was 
wide-spread agreement among persons in attendance. 


Clerk Dahn sail) he was glad to hear the citixonery approved of 


the raises, even though the raises were small. 


The budget marks $303,945 for the police department, down 


about $13,000 from last year; $274,781 for Ihc fire department, a 
cutback of about $17,000; $169,716 or administration; $80,750 for 
rubbish and trash collection; $48,949 for building Inspection; and 


$10.555 for the parks department. 


The remainder will go towards housing inspection, street 


lighting, planning commission, rehabilitation department, 
planning commission, and township hall and grounds 
COMPLIMENTS TO THE BOARD 


There were compliments (o the Board of Trustees from ci- 


tizens for the efficient manner in which they operated Benton 
township government, and elected officials in turn thanked 
residents for their support. 


Annual reports were given by department beads: 
Treasurer James Culhy said the total lax levy for 1972 was 


$4,427,174, of which almost 89 per cent had been collected. Culby 
noted the lions share of the money went to schools, with 
$2,689,781 allocated, with slightly over §260,000 still delinquent. 


Other tax-money is allocated to police, fire, general fund, 


water, street paving, lighting, sewers, anil special items. 


Culby said of each tax dollar, about 6;) per cent goes to schools, 


about 18 per cent to Benton township, and a little mure Hum 19 
per cent to Berrien county. 
POLICE CHIEF GIVES REPORT 


Police Chief Joe Siebcr said his department handled 9,171 


complaints In 1972. and added the officers answered more 
complaints per man than any other police department in 
southwestern Michigan.
